ORDINANCE NO. 19-_ 4

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING SECTION 54-108 AND SECTION 54-109 OF THE
CODE OF ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF ROGERS, ARKANSAS; ESTABLISHING
A NEW WATER RATE SCHEDULE; AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES.

WHEREAS, the Rogers Waterworks and Sewer Commission has been empowered by the
Rogers City Council to oversee efficient operation of the Rogers Water Utilities; and

WHEREAS, the Rogers Water Utilities has commissioned a rate study for the Rogers
Water Department;

WHEREAS, the rate study indicates that certain water rates need to be adjusted to keep
up with rising costs for wholesale water, maintenance of the water system, and other expenses,
and to maintain the Rogers Water Department on a sound fiscal footing:

WHEREAS, the management of the Rogers Water Utilities has prepared a new proposed
water rate schedule as shown on the attached Exhibit 1;

WHEREAS, the Rogers Waterworks and Sewer Commission has passed its Resolution
No. 19-21, recommending adoption of a new water rate schedule presented by the management of
the Rogers Water Ultilities; and

WHEREAS, having duly considered the matter, the Rogers City Council believes
adopting a new water rate schedule comports with sound fiscal management of the Rogers Water
Department and is in accordance with the best interests of the Rogers Water Utilities and its
customers, and the best interests of the City of Rogers.

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE ROGERS WATERWORKS AND
SEWER COMMISSION OF THE CITY OF ROGERS, ARKANSAS:

Section 1: The Rogers City Council hereby finds and declares that the water rates shown
on the attached Exhibit 1 are fair, reasonable and necessary minimum rates and will produce
revenues in each year at least sufficient to provide the estimated cost of operating and maintaining
the water system, to pay the principal of and interest on all revenue bonds and any revenue
promissory notes as they severally mature; to make such payments into a revenue bond sinking
fund as may be required by ordinance or trust indenture, and to provide an adequate depreciation
fund.

Section 2: Section 54-108 and Section 54-109 of the Code of Ordinances of the City of
Rogers, Arkansas are hereby amended to read as shown on the attached Exhibit 1. which is attached
hereto and incorporated herein by reference as if set out word for word herein.



Section 3: As stated in Exhibit 1, the new water rate schedule shall be in full force and
effect on April 1, 2020.

Section 4 - Severability Provision: In the event that any section, paragraph, subdivision,
clause, phrase, or other provision or portion of this Ordinance shall be adjudged invalid or
unconstitutional, the same shall not affect the validity of this Ordinance as a whole, or any part or
provision, other than the part so decided to be invalid or unconstitutional. and the remaining
provisions of this Ordinance shall be construed as if such invalid, unenforceable or
unconstitutional provision or provisions had never been contained herein.

Section 5 - Repeal of Conflicting Provisions: All ordinances. resolutions or orders of the
City Council, or parts of the same, in conflict with this Ordinance are repealed to the extent of such
conflict.
